_ ANEW VICTIM? 


_ The latest phase of mi 
impending storm in the: 
Balkans is the appar- 
ent success reported to- 
day of the Nazi at- 
tempt at coercing Yugo- 
slavia. Plans for a drtve 
through Bulgaria have 
apparently been altered. 
The risk of Turkish  in- 
tervention or Russian dis- 
pleasure makes Hitler 
hesitate. He has accord- 
ingly summoned the, 
Yugoslav. Premier and} 
¥oreign Minister to Berlin 
to discuss the possibility 
of a “blitz” move from: 
another direction. Or it 
may be just a strategic 
retreat from his real in-! 
tentions to keep the 
world guessing and to 
prolong the war of nerves. 
The last significant visit 
of a Yugoslav Premier to 
Germany was that of Dr. 
Stoyadinovitch in 1938. 
His government stood for 
drifting away from the 
country’s close ties with 
France and a strong trend 
towards Italy, and later 
towards Germany, which 
had built up a dominant 
position in Yugoslavia’s 
foreign trade. 


_ The Stoyadinovitch pol- 
Icy soon became unpopu- 
lar in a Slav country 
where pro-French feeling 
was strong and British in- 
fluence by no means neg- 
ligible. Prince Paul visited 
London several times. 
The present Premier, M. 
Tsvetkovitch, is a moder- 
ate Serb, under whom the 
Yugoslav constitution has 
been remodelled on a more 
liberal basis. He seems 
to have been lulled, how- 
ever, into the belief that! 
he can restrict Nazi en- 
croachments, which 
means inevitably that 
the matter is not yet 
ended. There are nu- 
merous minorities in: 
the country, among whom 
Germans number 300,000 
out of a total population 
of nearly 14 millions, the 
majority of whom are 
Serbs and Croats. The 
latter have for long de- 
manded autonomy and a 
federal system. The fos- 
tering of Serbo-Croatian 
dissension in an acute 
form may be one of Hit- 
ler’s ways of dismember- 
ing and dominating Yugo- 
slavia if it suits Axis 
plans. But both Serbs 
and Croats have cruel 
memories of Germans in| 
the last war. And they, 
are not incapable of off- 
ering stout resistance to 
an invader, even if Yugo- 
slavia is liable to attack 
by Gérmany from two 
sides at once through 
Hungary. and Rumania. 
As yet the voice of the 
people has not been 
heard. ‘There may be fur- 
ther:drama yet.

WHEN THE TRUTH COMES OUT! 


SEA POWER 
Will Give Us Victory 


In 1935 and “sanctions time,” 
Mussolint and his henchmen used 
to boast that Italian air power 
nullified British sea power, Malta 
was to be obliterated, Gibraltar 
rendered unusable, and the British 
Fleet forced to evacuate the Me- 
diterranean by air attack. 

These boustings fooled quite a 
number of people including some 
leading members of the British 
Cabinet. The stories of 500 Italian 
air desperadoes ready to make a 
death or glory assault on the 
British Fleet had their effect. 

This is one reason why sunc- 
tions were not pressed home as 
a policy, and that, again, was 
one of the causes of the collapse 
of the League of Nations and the 
present war, At the time of 
Munich there were similar boast- 
ings by Goering and other Nazis 
as to What was to be done to the 
British Fleet by the Luftwaffe iH 
an 
Germany.

There was this much ¢xcuse 
for our doubts, The present-day

The truth is that a warship at 
secu and steaming at full speed is 
a difficult target. We knew 
that already from the gunnery 
point of view. It hus been 
proved again and = again how 
difficult it is to hit the deck of a 
ship steaming through the water 
in the numerous air attacks 
which have been made on our 
convoys of merchant ships in 
the English Channel and else- 
where, 

It has also been proved that 
the ‘heavy anti-aircraft battery 


carried by the modern man-of- 
war is a good deterrent, Her 
guns’ crews, necessarily exposed 
on the upper deck, must be well

In the big action in the Sicilian 
Straits on January 10, the main 
attacks from the air were made 
by the German Air Force operat~ 
ing from the Italian aerodrome at 
Catania. Our objective ‘was to 
pass a big convoy of munitions 
and other supplies through to 
Greece, and this we succeeded in 
doing, with damage only to three 
warships, two of which reached 
harbour, 

So much for the boast that air 
power would nullify sea power. 
It is the same story in home 
waters. True, the German Air 
Force damages our merchant 
shipping and assists the German 
U-boats in locating our convoys. 

But the stranglehold of the 
bluckade on Germany is main- 
tained, and German merchant 
shipping can only move freely 
in the Baltic, and, to a limited ex- 
tent, in the Black Sea. 


The Royal Navy is still a fleet 
in being, the great deterrent to 
any attempted invasion of these 
islands ‘on a large scale. When 
we speak of sea power, however, 
we must remember that this in- 
cludes not only warships, but 
the aircraft which operate over 
the sea, ‘ 

We need more heavily armed 
long-range fighters. We need 
more flying-boats for patrol worl:

Night phofographs can now be 
taken by the R-A.F. on even the 
blackest night. Photographic flare 
bombs dropped by British aircraft 
allow photographs to be taken 
from considerable  sheights, and 
under almost any condition of 
black-out, 


Flare bombs are released and 
operated by an intricate system of 
electrical control. The camera is 
also electrically controlled, whilst 
by means of a photo-electric cell, 
the flash of the flare bomb itself 
automatically closes the camera 
shutter, When the flare bomb is 
released the camera shutter opens, 
exposing the sensitive film in 
readiness for the coming flash of 
revealing light. Down goes the 
flare bomb until it reaches the al- 
lotted height, suitable for illu- 
minating the target. The upshoot- 
ing light, carrying its tell-tale 
evidence to the owls-eye lens, 
operates the photo-electric cell, 
which closes the shutter of the 
camera, 

Much of the success of R.AF. 
advances in the science of air 
photography, both day and night, 
is due to technical developments 
in British cameras and tenses. 
Germany's one-time lead in’ this 
field has now been reversed and 
from the evidence of captured 
Nazi aircraft it can be safely said 
that the new British equipment is 
appreciably better than that. of 
the enemy R.A.F, cameras are 
and more easily handled 
Ithan those used in the Luftwatfe.

The golfer who desires 
distance can follow no better 
procedure than hitting the ball 
straight in the back with a 
sweeping blow.

(By A London Correspondent) 
THERE ARE many unknown heroes-engaged in: 
the work of removing London raid debris and rescu- 


ing trapped people. 


One of: them is a sergeant of 


the Royal Engineers whom I saw recently. He was 


an outstanding figure in 


the task of. clearing. the 


wreckage caused by the bomb thathit a subway. 


It was a sudden ejaculation by a workman 
alongside me that directed my attention to him. 
“There’s Victor MclLaglen at it again,” he called out. 
The sergeant’s height, build and features were suf- 
ficiently reminiscent of the film star for me to 


understand the reference. 

At that inoment he was dis- 
appearing below the ground, A 
tiny hole hud been opened at the 
cottom of an enorméus pile of 
broken concrete and twisted stect 
work, and the sergeant was enter- 
ing it. 

He wanted to see whether he 
could find anyone alive below. Ir 
there had been the slightest dis- 
placement of the great. mass 07 
material above him he would have 
been crushed to death, but: he did 
not hesitate. 

“He has been doing that sort of 
thing all day,” remarked the: ad- 
miring man at my side.

“And one has the faith that in 
the arms of a Heavenly Father 
they had already been received 
with love, The Navy did what it 
could for their remains, God give 
you comfort still.”

_ The latest phase of ie 
impending storm in the: 
Balkans is the appar- 
ent success reported to- 
day of the Nazi at- 
tempt at coercing Yugo- 
Plans for a drive 
through Bulgaria have 
apparently been altered. 
The risk of Turkish  in- 
tervention or Russian dis- 
pleasure makes Hitler 
hesitate. He has accord- 
ingly summoned the; 
Yuposlav. Premier and 
Foreign Minister to Berlin 
to discuss the possibility | 
of a “blitz” move from: 
another direction. Or it 
may be just a_ strategic | 
retreat from his real in- 
tentions to keep the 
world guessing and. to 
prolong the war of nerves. 
The last significant visit 
of a Yugoslav Premier to 
Germany was that of Dr. 
Stoyadinovitch in 1938. 
His government stood for 
drifting away from the 
country’s close ties with 
France and a strong trend 
towards Italy, and later 
towards Germany, which 
had built up a dominant 
position in Yugoslavia’s 
foreign trade. 


The Stoyadinovitch pol- 
icy soon became unpopu- 
lar in a Slav country 
where pro-French feeling 
was strong and British in- 
fluence by no means neg- 
ligible. Prince Paul visited 
London several times. 
The present Premier, M. 
Tsvetkovitch, is a moder- 
ate Serb, under whom the 
Yugoslav constitution has 
been remodelled on a more 
liberal] basis. He seems 
to have been lulled, how- 
ever, into the belief that 
he can restrict Nazi en- 
croachments, which 
means inevitably that 
the matter is not yet, 
ended. There are nu-, 
merous minorities in:

Germans number 300,000 
out of a total population! 
of nearly 14 millions, the

WHEN THE TRUTH COMES OUT! 


SEA POWER 
Will Give Us Victory 


In) 1935 and “sanctions time,” 
Mussolini and hts henchmen used 
to boast that [talian air power 
nullified British sea power. Malta 
was to be obliterated, Gibraltar 
rendered unusable, and the British 
Fleet forced ty evacuate the Me- 
diterranean by air attack, 

These boustings fooled quite a 
number of people including some 
leading members of the British 
Cabinet. The stories of 500 Italian 
ulr desperadoes ready to make a 
death or glory assault on the 
British Fleet had their effect, 

This is one reason why sanc- 
tions were not pressed home as 
a policy, and that, again, was 
one of the causes of the collapse 
of the League of Nations and the 
present war. At the time of 
Munich there were similar boast~- 
ings by Goering and other Nazis 
as to what was to be done to the 
British Fleet by the Luftwaffe if 
war came between Britain and 


Germany. 


There was this much excuse 
for our doubts, The present-day 
air weapon was untried, and no 
one felt sure what its power was 
against warships; indeed, these 
doubts had a good deal to do with 
the overcautious handling of our 
naval forces in the Norwegian 
campaign. : 

With the German Air Force 
able to use the Danish aerodromes 
and one or two of the Norwegian 
ones, the then Higher Command 
declined to send our heavy ships 
to the relief of Oslo and for the 
purpose of cutting the German 
lines of communication with Nor- 
way. Yet, in these operations, 
one of the most important large- 
scale attacks on a fleet at sea was 
made by German aircraft. 

This was the occasion when the 
flagship of the Home, Fleet was 
struck on the quarter-deck by a 
heavy bomb. Her stout armour- 
ed decks prevented vital damage, 
and she was able to keep at sea 
fit for action until the end of the 
operations on which she was then 


engaged, 


Now, .after_16. months of war, 
‘we have much more’ expérience, 
A well-planned and. skilfully- 
directed“alr attack’ .on stiips' in 


harbour can do a.great deal - of

successful torpedoing from the air 
of the Italian warships in Taranto 
harbour. During the Norwegian 
operations we also scored consi- 
derable success against German 
warships lying in the Norwegian 
flords, 


But it is a different proposition 
to attack a fleet at sea. True, we 
have had several ships damaged 
by bombs, but, except for the 
cruiser Southampton, we have 
only attually lost destroyers by 
air attack. The destroyer built 
primarily for speed, curries no 
armour, Larger ships of modern 
construction ure protected by stout 
armour declcs, and experience has 
proved that even a direct hit by 
the heaviest type of bomb is not 
necessarily fatal. 

The truth is that a warship at 
sea and sleaming at full speed is 
a diMfieult target, We knew 
that already from the gunnery 
point of view. It has been 
proved agnin and again how 
dificult it is to hit the deck of a 
ship steaming through the water 
in the nunterous air attacks 
which have been made on our 
convoys of merchant ships in 
the English Channel and clse- 
where, ’ 

It has also been proved that 
the heavy anti-aircraft battery 
cairied by the modern man-of- 
war is a good deterrent. Her 
guns’ crews, necessarily exposed 
on the upper deck, must be well 
trained and resolute; and then 
they can put up a ver useful 
barrage against the attadking Air 


Force.

Most important of all, we main- 
stranglehold on Italy 
by stopping the whole of their 
commerce inwards and out- 
wards with the rest of tne 
world, Her garrisons {in East 
Africa and Abyssinia are cut off 
and isolated; while we can move 
our supplies and troops anywhere 
at will. 

In the big actlon in the Sicilian 
Straits on January 10, the muaia 
attacks from the air were made 
by the German Air Force operat- 
ing from the Italian aerodrome at 
Catania, Our objective was to 
pass a big convoy of munitions 
and other supplies through to 
Greece, und this we succeeded in 
dvuing, with damage only to three 
warships, two of which reached 
harbour, 

So much for the boast that air 
power would nullify sea -power. 
it is the same story in home 
waters. True, the German Air 
Force damages our merchant 
shipping and assists the German 
U-boats in locating our convoys, 

But the stranglehold of the 
blockade on Germany is main- 
tained, and German = mercnant 
shipping can only move treely 
in the Baltic, and, to a limited ex- 
tent, in the Black Sea. 


The Royal Navy is stil a fleet 
in being, the great deterrent to 


any attempted invasion of these 
islands on ‘a large scale. When 


-we speak of sea power, however, 


we must remember that ‘this in- 
cludes not only warships, but 
the aircraft which operate over 
the sea,- . 

We need more heavily armed 
long-range |. fighters, need 
more flying-boats for patrol work 
and convoy ‘protection. _.I myself. 
have for long:advocated the ‘pro-,| 


-vision of more anti-aircraft. ships

So it is that you can see thesa 
experts toying with tools in the 
intricate mechanism of 6,000 
parts that make up a “tin fish.” 


It was 


Round the corner I found my- 
self in the sick bay. It's not just 
spit and polish here. It's a verit- 
able hospital with every modern 
equipment. 


There are 20 beds in the main 
bay and four in the isolation 
ward; an operating theatre, 
X-ray room, laboratory and dis- 
pensary, and there are four doc- 
tors with a nursing staff (taken 
from the crew of the ship, mark 
you!) 


Plenty To Eat 


The “Dobie” room would be 
the envy of many a housewife, 
There the men wash their smalls, 
And what luxury! They've half 
a dozen deep washing bowls—or 
sinks, as they may better be 
known—hot water and a warm 
drying cupboard. It is, indeed, a 
complete laundry, 


The cook is a master of his art.

Martial law mgy be 
necessary in Britain if the 
Germans land a big inva- 
sion force. In high mili- 
tary circles no doubt 
exists that Hitler will even 
yet try to carry out his 
threat to invade Britain. 


Civil Defence Commissioners in 
all areas have recently perfected 
their plans to carry out the sec- 
tional government of the country 
in the unlikely event of districts 
being entirely cut off from the 
central Government in London.

Night photographs can now be 
taken by the R.A.F. on even the 
blackest night. Photographie ‘flare 
bombs dropped: by British aircraft 
allow photographs to be talcen 
from considerable heights, and 


under almost any condition ‘of 
black-out; 


Flare bombs are released and 
operated by an jntricate system of 
electrical control. The camera is 
also electrically controlled, whilst 
by means of a photo-electric cell, 
the flash of the flare bomb itself 
automatically closes the camera 
shutter. When the flare bomb {s 
released the camera shutter opens, 
exposing the sensitive film in 
readiness for the coming flash of 
revealing light. Down goes the 
flare bomb until it reaches the al- 
lotted height, suitable for ilhu- 
minating the target. The upshoot- 
ing light, carrying its tell-tale 
evidence to the owls-eye lens, 
operates the photo-electric cell, 
which closes the shutter of the 
camera. 3

be rather the other way round, 
can now be fulfilled. 


It will take time be’or2 the 
R.A.F. fecing fur one thing, a more 
d'stant and a much bigger  tar- 
get, can hope to unload the same 
total tonnage of bombs. 


Encouraging Factors

Needless Anxiety. 


The imprest was at length in- 
creased to a figure commensur-

Advantage Given 


To offset ‘these advantages I

This objection becomes important 
only if one regards a pubiic de- 
partment more as an opportunity.

The last point leads me on to 
the question of the staffing of my 
office; because it is difficult to find 
any other fundamental — grounds 
for the objections which had been 
taken to the methods by which I 
have selected my staff for ap- 
pointment, or to the — selec- 
tion which I in fact made in 
accordance with these methods. 
That there would be diMiculty In 
finding adequate and competent 
staff to carry on the department 
was patent from the outset, and 
that difficulty was not lessened by 
Government's insistence that -all 
appointments should be made not 
only, as is usual throughout — the 
Government service, on the basis 
of probation that might, subject to, 
fitness, be converted later to per- 
manehcy, but without assured 
prospect of that permanency, It 
may not be necessary to ex- 
plain the unfortunate result; 
of such a policy; if it is, then 
the result which I feared was that

ANEW VICTIM? 


_ The latest phase of diel 
impending storm in the! 
Balkans is the appar- 
ent success reported to- 
day of the Nazi at-| 
tempt at coercing Yugo- 
slavia. Plans for a drive 
through Bulgaria have 
apparently been altered. 
The risk of Turkish in- 
tervention or Russian dis- 
pleasure makes Hitler 
hesitate. He has accord- 
ingly summoned the 
Yugoslav Premier and 
Foreign Minister to Berlin 
to discuss the possibility 
of a “blitz” move from‘ 
another direction. Or it, 
may be just a_ strategic ; 
retreat from his real in- 
tentions to keep the 
world guessing and to 
prolong the war of nerves. 
The last significant visit 
ef a Yugoslav Premier to 
Germany was that of Dr. 
Stoyadinovitch in 1938. 
His government stood for 
drifting away from the 
country’s close ties with 
France and a strong trend 
towards Italy, and later 
towards Germany, which 
had built up a dominant 
position in Yugoslavia’s 
foreign trade. 


The Stoyadinovitch pol- 
icy soon became unpopu- 
lar in a Slav country 
where pro-French feeling 
was strong and: British in- 
fluence by no means neg- 
ligible. Prince Paul visited 
London several times. 
The present Premier, M. 
Tsvetkovitch, is a moder- 
ate Serb, under whom the 
Yugoslav constitution has 
been remodelled on a more 
liberal basis. He seems 
to have been lulled, how- 
ever, into the belief that 
he can restrict Nazi en- 
croachments, which 
means inevitably that 
the matter is not yet, 
ended. There are nu- 
merous minorities in’ 
the country, among whom 
Germans number 300,000 
out of a total population ! 
of nearly 14 millions, the 
majority of whom are 
Serbs and Croats. The 
latter have for long de- 
manded autonomy and @ 
federal system.

WHEN THE TRUTH COMES OUT! 


In 1935 and ‘sanctions time,” 
Mussolini and his henchmen used 
to boast that Italian air power 
nullified British sea power. Malta 
was to be obliterated, Gibraltar 
rendered unusable, and the British 
Fleet forced to evacuate the Me- 
diterranean by air attack. 


These boastings fooled quite a 
number of people including some 
leading members of the British 
Cabinet, The stories of 500 Italian 
air desperadoes ready to make a 
death or glory assault on the 
British Flect had their effect. 


This is one reason’ why sanc- 
tions ‘were not pressed home as 
a policy, and that, again, Was 
one of the causes of the collapse 
of the League of Nations and the 
present ‘war. At the time of 
Munich there were similar boast- 
ings by Goering and other Nazis 
as to what was to be done to the

The Diagnosis 


“It is time now I think to come 
jo my diagnosis of ‘the causes 
which led to the condition which 
has been described as “chaos” in 
the Department.

feet. 
A Record 


“When all is said and done, it 
Is at least true that we have in 
existence a scheme of immigration 
control which keeps out the bulk 
of destitutes and otherwise unde- 
sirable entrants, which examines 
ships on entry more quickly than 
is done, so far as figures obtain- 
ed from an officer of the Singa- 
pore 1.0, go, more expeditiously 
than the Malayan Immigration Cif- 
tice, with six years experience be- 
hind it. does; and which, I may be

Trained Staff 


(ii) Shortage of trained staff. 
Before this department was called 
into existence no fewer than four 
emoargency departments had been 
created since the outbreak of war:

Some of the new de- 
partments had recruited specially 
trained men from outside the Col- 
ony, and all had made greater or 
le-s demands on the personnel of 
existing departments whose need 
for expansion was less than their 
own. The head of any department 
is reluctant to see any but his 
less competent assistants taken 
from him: but while proportionate 
bleeding of all old departments 
of their experienced and_ tried 
subordinates would — inevitably 
have led to a certain loss of

Cooperation 


The cooperation of other de- 
partments was not in all cases all 
that might legitimately be  ex- 
pected. To some I[ must give 
hearty thanks for what they cid 
to help me: the Harbour Master 
never failed to lend whatever as- 
sistance he could in the way of 
information and advice, the Chair- 
man of the Urban Council lent

It involves a new interpretation 
of the Rush-Bagot Agreement of 
1817 governing naval operations 
in the Great Lakes. 

The new agreement lays down 
that. the vessels are not to be in- 
tended for service on the Great 
Lakes, that each government must 
furnish the other with full details 
before beginning construction, that 
warships may be built with full 
armaments but that the latter 
must be incapable of immediate 
use while the vessels remain on 
the Lakes, and that the vessels
